KANSAS CITY REGION TOP OPENINGS 


2022-2024 


The Kansas City Region is projected to have more than 74,000 total job openings each year between 2022 and 2024. Total openings include growth openings, exit openings, and 
transfer openings. Growth openings are the result of an occupation growing between the base year and the projected year. Exit openings occur when a worker leaves the workforce 
entirely, such as retirement. Transfer openings occur when a worker leaves their occupation for a different one. 


The top three occupations with the most projected openings between 2022 and 2024 are Stockers and Order Fillers; Home Health and Personal Care Aides; and Cashiers. Four 
occupations in this list have a higher median wage than the Kansas City Region median wage of $45,593, including General and Operations Managers; Registered Nurses; Heavy and 
Tractor-Trailer Truck Drivers; and Miscellaneous Assemblers and Fabricators.
